Then there is the element of luck, just 
pure, bull-headed luck. ‘Of course, no 
reallw scientific writer gn business econ- 
omies admits its existence, but it does 
exist. The good, nest, noble copy- 
oes not always 
pull: down: all_the unattached valuables 
that are lying around loose; and the ap 
parently worthless, shiftless fellow. of 
whom little is expected sométimes un- 
expectedly forges to the front. There 
‘ate dozens-of- business -men-in any city 
at! the present momeypt who are at the 
head of large and ‘successful enterprises, 
and who cannot be figured ot to be en- 
titled to the positions they hold—not to 
say—fill by any rule of: business econo- 
mics that ever was thought of... But 
they are thére. 

The fact is, there is just enough luck 
in business to make it interesting: just 
enough change to give -the less-able and 
less brilliant fellows some; just enough 
uncertainty to destroy that feeling of 
eocksiiredness that comes when one has 
figured out that by all rifles and prece- 
dents that ever were written by the 
copybook niaxims. that in our struggling 
childhood we labored—sunecessfully—to 
forget; just when we are dead-certain 
of two things, one being that the other 
fellow can’t win, and the other, that we 
can’t lose, we find that there is a mis- 


Lene somewhere, and the chap we are go- 


ing to beat out sweeps homeward past 
us in an automobile, while we rummage 
dolefully in our vest pockets for a red 
car ticket, 

What, then, is a young man to do? 
Don’t ask me; don’t ask anybody;(ask 
him. He knows; ‘the others say they do, 
but‘they don’t,. Give him a-year or

It is regrettably true that so far as 
many young men in every large city 
are concerned—and Winnipeg is no ex-

To them 
the ideu of ‘elimbing by their own exer- 
wens is- absolutely ~meaningless; they 
nevir heard—because they did not care 
to hear—of such a thing, . They. under- 
‘stand being boosted up by the kindly 
help ofthe boss, who in their view of 
it_is where hesis_ largely. for. that pure 
pose; and who’ is sadly remiss in -his 
duty if. he dods not, at stated intervals, 
not too far apatt, evidence his apprecia- 
tion ii" practteal form “of the “added 
value whichis‘in their 6#h estimation, 
if not in his, their: services* have un- 
doubtedly acquired. The notion, dread- 
fully old-fashioned; of learning any- 
thing more about the business than 
what. they need: to last then till. six 
o’clock does tot appeal to them at all, 
But why describe them, we all know the 
breed. With lideas ‘too large’ to work, 
and too few for anything else; with a 
tremendously diversified smattering of 
many things, and a lamentable: lack of 
concentrated knowledge of detail, with 
little ability and less inclination to be 
of use; doing what he does because he 
has to, mot beéause he wants to—em- 
phatically, an unprofitable servant; use- 
ful, mainly, as a background for the 
other kind. of fellow, that. the man 
worth while may be recognized and 
known. : 

This has brought us round to that 
other question, closely akin to the one 
with which this article has been dealing, 
namely, whether it is in\general better 
for a young man to select-a position of 
independence in a business of his own, 
no matter how smal] it may be, or to be 
content with a position as employe, with 
its-attendant’ freedom from responsibil- 
ity and care, It is difficult; if not im: 
possible, to either think or ‘write about 
this question without being to some ex- 
tent influenced—and often improperly, 
by the glamor that always attaches to 
the idéa_of heing one’s own boss, to the 
notion of independence, often more fan- 
cied than real, and.by—the—idea~not 
always expressed, bot generally present 
in some more or less définite form, that 
the one is a better man than the otifer, 
or he wouldn’t be there. This is wrong, 
it is also unjust. It often requires a 
greater expenditure of, enery, consejen, 
tious; effort, and good grey matter Yor 
the-employe to-do his work, and do it

do his, and there are hundreds of em- 
ployes who worry more oyer their share 
of the general responsibility, of making 
things go than the employer does over 
the whole thing, Perhaps they don’t 
need to; but they do, jnd it is curious 
that very. often the iesonsion of this 
very faculty which ma them so valu- 
able in the ‘subordinate position is the 
verytiing that upfits them for a larger 
sphere of activity, 


Nothing but harm can result from 
any theorizing as to which ought to] 
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be the objective of the employe; that is 
to say, whethér he should aim at making | 
himself comfortable; in his employer’s 
service, doing for him the very_best that 
he can, and without seeking ultimately 
to fill a more independent, if not a more 
luerative position, or whether he ought 
to regard the ultimate establishment-of 
an undertaking all his own as the legi- 
timate—oufeeme}of—the-experience and 
knowledge he és getting. Here again 
the question is an individual one, and is
